‘Tw speech of Mr. Charles A. 
Conant at the annual dinrer in New 
York of the A. A. A. deserves a 
longer notice. We have mentioned 
that Mr. Conant is a member of the 








U. S. Commission on International 
Exchange; he is, according to Mr. 
Foord, “a selene who has gradu- 
ated from the thorny paths of jowrnal- 
ism into the more or less flowery 
paths of New York finance ;” and 
who won his spurs as the author of 
the “one sensiole and businesslike 
plan” for the reform of the Philippine 
currency, which was adopted by Con- 
gress. ‘The subject of Mr. Conant's 
speech was “ The Stability of Inter- 
national Exchange,” and, after men- 
tioning the serious disturbance to 
trade caused by the fall in silver 
which began about 1867, he said that 
bimetallism was not a practical solu- 
tion, whatever its academic merit 
might be. It was British India that 
found the solution, and the British 
Indian scheme was adopted for the 
Philippines, and Mexico is proposing 
to follow suit, Mr, Conant went on 
to explain the object of his mission :— 

It is for the purpose of studying this 
world problem of international exchange 
that commission has been designated - 
by our Government, to confer with other 
governments, expecially those interested 
fh the trade of the Orient. That the sub- 
ject is a great one, and that its solu 
i, hedged with many difficulties the mem- 
bers of that commission are profoundly 
conscious. If, however, a solution can 
be found which will bring about substan- 
tial parity of exchange between the gold 
‘tandard manufacturing, nations, of the 
West and the silver-using nations, wo 
believe that a greater benefit from an 
economic standpoint will be conferred

A military conspiracy has broken out 
in Belgrade. ‘Tho conspirators forced, 
with the assistance of the troops, 
the entrance of the Konak, where the 
King’s bodyguard offered only very little 
resistance. The conspirators found King 
Alexander and Queen Draga without 
clothes in their beds. The King secing 
that he was surprised shot himself, where- 
upon the Queen followed his example. A 
number of aides-de-camp, the President 
of the Cabinet, Mr. Velimirovitch, the 
Minister: of War, General’ Pavlovitch, 
and the brothers, sisters, and relatives of 
the Queen were murdered, and the other 
Ministers arrested. Then the old protend- 
er Poter Karagoorgeovitch was proclaim- 
ed King. He published at once a pro- 
clamation, thereby re-establishing the «i ' 
constitution and calling back the dissolved 
Parliament. A now Cabinet was formed. 
The population is very quiet and receives 
the now Cabinot in a sympathetic way. 
Tho European Exchanges are not alarmed 
by these events. 








Later. 

Tho cause of the outbroak in Belgrado 
was the proposed return of the half-brother 
of Queen Draga, named Lutzonowitz, 
whom: the King’ intended to nominate 
Heir-Apparent. 

‘The old Pretender feared that the 
Skupstchina would agree to this. Hence 
he made his coup, killing tho King and 
Queen and many of their followers, and 
proclaiming himself King. 

The populace take tho change very joy- 
fully. ‘The streots of Belgrado were gaily 
decorated all day to-day, and thor was 
much rejoicing at tho. fall of tho old 
régime.

The European diplomacy is ontiroly 

isaffected by the Belgrade wvents, and it 
in no way expected that the Powers will 
torfero.

It was 
tho first consideration which probably 
excited most public attention ; but intor- 
fering legislation was not desirable as a 
general principle, and tho necessity for it 
waa only present when danger of loss of 
life or serious loss of property arose. 
Btatistics showed that the instances in 
which there was loss of life from lack of 
ballast were so few that no case was made 
out for Icgislation on that ground. Sup- 
posing, however, that Iegislation wero 
‘taceded, would it be practicablo to ballast 
steamers 60 that they might bo safe for 
all purposes? Naval architects would be 
ready enough to introduce a new principle 
if it would make present ships obsolete, 
‘end 60 creato demand for new vessels. 
With regard to structural difficulties, they 
were so numerous that the matter might 
botter be left to the shi ers and ship- 
Wuilders to settle, under the constant 
swpervision of Lloyd's and other registra- 
tion societies. Legislation on technical 
matters was often accompanied by new 
dangers ; for instance, loose water ballast

‘a donation of £100 has been received from 
an Admiral, who desired to remain anony- 
mous.

The startling news of the military 
revolution in Servia, which reached 
us yesterday morning in an “Osta- 
siatische Lloyd” telegram, unfolds 
a story which carries us back to the 
Middle Ages, and justifies the 
wildest inventions of Anthony Hope 
and his imitators. The conspira- 
tors bursting into the palace at night, 
the King and Queen, seeing that 
the game was up, shooting themsc! 
in bed, the murder ofa number of 
the King’s aides-de-camp, of the 
Premier, M. Velimi 
















and the arrest of the other Ministe 
of State; the whole is a picture for 
a Rembrandt to have painted, and 
does not seem if it could possibly 
have taken place in Europe in the 
beginning of the twentieth century. 

The late Alexander I was born in 
1876, and was proclaimed 2<ing when 
he was 13 years old, on the abdien- 
tion of his father, King Milan. He 
was intended to be under a regency 
until he was 18, but a year before 
that he took the power into his own 
hands, und three years ago he married 
Draga Maschin, one of the ladies of 
the Court, who was nine years older 
than himself.

‘Those 
in Pennsylvania were exceptionally so,

and railway bridges were burned. A report 
Norfolk, Conn. told of a fire sweep- 

les wide and ten miles 
long, and still burning at the time of the 
report. In the Adirondacks the fires had 
heen burning for a week before they were 
extinguished by a heavy snowstorm. A 
fire near Williamsport, swept over i 
wide region, destroying ‘saw-mills and 
fumber valued at more than $2,000,000,

‘The contents of 
the letter were sincere and straightfor- 
ward. I fear my virtue is only ordinary 
and Iam not worthy of your praise. It 
4s now more than eight months since I 
camo to Szechuan, and yet I have barely 
suppressed the disaffected, and have in 
only a general way pacified the 
Besides this, T havo searcoly made te. 

ning to all the reforms that are neces- 
sary, nob to speak of completing any of 
them. This T regard as my own fault, 
but on receiving the praises of you good 
teachers from beyond the seas, feel 
moro than ever my unworthiness. Never- 
theless I steal some pleasure from the 
thought that the people and the Churches 
ab present are on very friendly terms. 
‘The officials of China are gradually ac- 
quiring a knowledge of the great prin- 
ciples of the religions of Europe and 
America, and the Churches are also 
labouring day and night in order to re-ad- 
just their methods and to make known 
to the public thoir aims, in the propaga- 
tion of religion, consequently Chinese and 
foroigners are coming more and more into 
cordial relations, and the country enjoys 
a lasting peace.’ This fills mo with’ joy 
and hopefulness. But after all tho pro- 
vince of Szechuan is an out of the way 
place and ignorant peoplo are still 
numerous. My hope is that the teachers 
of both countries will widely spread the

‘The United States board of geographic 
names at its last regular meeting decided 
that Peking was the correct form in 
English to indicate the northern capital of 
China. Peking had always been spelled 
with a “g” from the first treaties of 1858 
and 1860 down to February 3, 1897, when 
the board of geographic names voted to 
shorten it to Cantonese dialect sound, 
“Pekin.” The decision attracted no 
comment or attention until during the 
summer of 1900 the »oxer outbreak and 
tho siege of the Peking legations gave 
the government bureaux more occasion to 
use the word than ever before. The War 
Department. scrupulously followed the 
board's decision, and tho government 
printing office "was rigorous in  clip- 
ping the “g” from Peking wherever it 
occurred, s0 that the whole flood of public 
documents, reports, correspondence and 
maps relating to affairs in North China 
is marked ‘with the Cantonese name. 
Even the tombstone of Captain O'Reilly 
at Arlington is covered with the abbre- 
viated “Pekin.”

E. R. Scidmore, who has spent 
a long time in the far east, has conducted 
a compaign against the board for the re~ 
establishment of “Peking,” and, failing 
to secure a hearing to argue the case, a 
mass of testimony was” presented ‘in 
written form to prove tho right of the 
“g” Her first formal letter to the board 
asking why and when “Pekin” was 
adopted as the official spelling was an- 
swered by the sceretary, who said that he 
had “voted for ‘Pekin’ because it was 
shorter ;” because “about all the refer- 
ences consulted indicated cither form,” 
‘and because ho had “consulted a China- 
man about the Boxer trouble in that big 
city in northern China and heard him 
call it ‘Pekin.’ No trace of a ‘g’ sound 
was heard.” 

Miss Scidmore then marshalled all the 
English-speaking sinologues, living and 
dead, to prove that “Peking” was the 
only ‘correct and possible transliteration 
of the Chineso characters standing for 
“northern capital.” Not one of them 
permitted the use of “Pekin.” Sir Thomas 
Wade, author of dictionary and method 
for English students of Chinese, while 
British minister at Poking, received a re- 
port from a subordinate addressed to him 
at “Pekin.” Tho great scholar returned 
it indorsed: “Her Majesty does not main- 
tain a legation in any city of that name.” 
Another authority quoted was Dr. 
‘Wells Williams, the eminent American 
sinologue and’ diplomat, author of a 
Chinese dictionary, who said in_ his 
cyclopaedic work, “The Middle King- 
dom,” “This word should not be written 
Pekin. It is pronounced Peiching by tho 
citizens and by most of the people north 
of the great river.” 

Sir Robert Hart, inspector general of 
the Chinese customs service, lumself a 
most critical sinologue, has always used

Prof. “Robert K. Douglas, Chinese 
curator of the British Museum and pro- 
fessor of Chinese at King’s College, Lon- 
don, wrote to Miss Scidmore: “I quite 
agree with you that Peking ought to be 
spelt with «final ‘g.’ The *g’ is plainly 
sounded, and the whole word 30  pro- 
nounced has the meaning ‘northern capi- 
tal. Pekin has no significance and is 
altogether meaningless in this connec 
tion.” 

‘Special Commissioner Rockhill would not 
the ‘g' to be dropped from his 
ii government printing of his 
official report, and sent Miss Scidmore a 
long letter which expressed his mind not 
only about “Peking,” but as to other 
decisions of the board. “There can be no 
doubt in the mind of any person who has

In the original 
text (Chinese) the ‘g’ is distinctly “pro- 
nowneed—in. the northern mandarin or 
oficial language Peiching, and the 
southern mandarin, Peking. The latter 
form was no doubt originally used by the 
sinologues as approaching nearest to an 
adequate representation of the spoken 
sound in the official dialect. most exten- 
sively known; namely, the southern 
mandarin. Pekin is the Cantonese pro- 
muneiation, and in no wise official, any 
more than the Swatow, Amoy or Foochow 
pronunciation would’ be regarded as 
official.

Miss Scidmore’s communication was 
sent to the board previous to its regular 
meeting in December. Throughout tho 
winter the board considered the evidence 
for “Peking.” It appears that there was 
none for “Pekin.” The board finally 
brought the subject to a vote and, revers- 
ing its decision of February, 1897, puts 
the government in line with the world’s 
Dest usage again. The War Department 
is now somewhat embarrased by this, 


since its connection with the expedition to 
China involved a mass of printed reports 
and maps, in which the most_imporcant 
names Were misspelled, according to tho 
latest decision. The board was organised 
in 1890 to secure uniform usage in regard. 
to geographic names and orthography 
throughout the executive departments of 
the government, and all “unsettled

RUSSIAN TRADE IN 
THE FAR EAST. 








Before a mecting of the Society for the 
Promotion of Russian Trade and Industry 
at Odessa, M. Merkuloff delivered, last 
month, an address, the general tenour 
of which explains Russia's desire to adopt 
a “closed door” policy in Manchuria, 
says the “ Standard’s” correspondent. The 
Jecturer, who spoke from a very compre- 
hensive and complete knowledge of his 
subject, pointed out, in the first place,

Turning his attention to the Chinese 
{ Eastern Railway, M. Merkuloff said that 
ithe connection of Harbin with Dalny by 
‘rail had not in the slightest degree im- 
‘proved Russia's Far Eastern trade; on 
| the contrary, the opening up of that route 
had given an impetus to foreign competi- 
tion. The southern section of the Man- 
churian line, more especially, had proved 
! positively injurious to Russia’s commer- 
interests in that region. If Russian 
trade is to have anything like a fair 
;ehance in Manchuria, the transport tariff 
j must. be reduced seventy-five per cent. 
| China will never become an important 
consumer of Russian products so long as 
‘there are no flourishing Russian indus- 
; in Man- 
j churia, and on the Amur littoral, and 
until the Amur Railway is built. Under 
the existent state of things, said M. Mer- 
kuloff, Russian trade and commerce in the 
Far East were hopelessly handicapped, 
and a successful, or partially successful, 
competition against the West European 
manufacturers and exporters and against 
American and Japanese enterprise was 
practically impossible. ‘The politico-com- 
mercial policy of the Manchurian railway 
—it were idle to disguise the fact—has, 
in its result, been something worse than 
abortive. Instead of gaining new markets 
Russia is losing old ones, and her project 
of industrial colonisation and development 
in Manchuria and on the Amur is marred 
by the foreigner. ‘The present conditions 
are intolerable. Russia must devise 
the means of preventing the entry of 
foreign merchandise into Manchuria, ex- 
cept through the ports of Nicolaievsk and 
Viadivostock. and a general prohibition 
must be established in favour of Russian 
trade and commerce in the Amur region. 
‘M. Merkuloff then, in conclusion, refer- 
red oracularly to certain representations 
being made, or about to be made, to the 
Chinese Government by the Russian 
Minister at Peking, in relation to Man- 
churia, curiously coincident with a recent 
and sensational revelation of Russia's 
designs in that province of the Middle 
Kingdom.—“ Hongkong Daily Press.”

The Mysterious “White Tribe” of 
Mindanao. 


Weird and fantastic stories continue to 
be circulated regarding the existence of a 
white tribe in the southern Islands of Min- 
danao and Mindoro. Although one or two 
expeditions have been organised to go in 
search of this mysterious people, and 
have partially penetrated the wilds of Min- 
doro, no complete reports have as yet been 
received. Rumours that an elusive white 
race peoples the primeval depths of southera 
Mindanao have long been current. Years 
ago it was common talk among the Spani- 
ards inhabiting the outer coastline that a 
race of fleet-footed whites was to be found 
in the mountainous wilds. And there are 
really logical reasons for the belief that a 
white does inhabit that portion of the 
Philippines, though their origin is more or 
Jess shrouded in mystery. ‘There may be 
found in Manila to-day ancient Spanish 
volumes, giving descriptions of the isolated 
white tribe, and also showing coloured plates 
of aman and woman of the elusive commun- 
ity. Dr. Barrows, of the Bureau of Non- 
Christian Tribes, the eminent ethnologist, 

‘one of these volumes. A coloured 
ate in this book shows the man to be tall, 
long-haired, re ular of featuro, and clothed 
inagee string and clout, ‘The woman's 
wardrobe was less abbreviated. ‘The pict- 
ures show that the skins of both man and 
woman were white. Just when or how the 
Spaniards secured the subjects of these anci- 
ent illustrations is not known, but Dr. 
Barrows is deeply confident of the existence 
of the tribe, and one of his subordinates is 
even now uponanexploring tourin Mindanao, 
bent on the capture of a specimen of this 
strange race. Dr. ‘ows advances 0 
theory unique but plausible. His opinion 
is that a branch of the Caucasian family 
wandered eastward in the years of primitive 
m whilst_ the Philippine Islands wero 
yet part of the continent of Asia; and 
that the White Hill Men of India, the 
Hairy Ainus of Northern Japan, and the 
mysterious white tribe of Mindanao, are 
but the remnants of these early pilgrims. 

One theory advanced is that this timid 
and elusive people are descendants of early 
siip-wreckod parties, or even descended 
from certain Spaniards who escaped from 
an old Mindanao penal colony, preferring a 
jungle life of solitude to irksome confine 
ment in the colony.

beings. White adventurers, miners, etc., 
have sometimes ventured along the margins 
of this wild district, but the roughness of 
the country and the hostility of the natives 
has thus far prevented exploration of the 
interior. It is these returning wanderers 
who have added to the motley collection of 
weird “ white tribe” stories in circulation. 
‘Tales of beautiful damsels, with golden 
hair and skins of marble whiteness, and 
who fled from rock to peak with the 
fieetness of a deer at the traveller's ap- 
proach, are told by venturesome cavaliers 
who have partially explored Mindoro, And 
with handsome American women so pheno- 
menally scarce in Manila it is not astonish- 
ing that the pursuit of these sylvan nymphs 
should be carried on with frenzied ardour. 
The prayer of the multitudinous bachelors 
of Manila is that the lost tribe may be 
Speedily discovered, properly clothed, and 
urged to * butt into” the washed-out local 
society.

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THE CODE OF KING 
KHAMMURABL.

“Tn that day, I, Khammurabi, the 

lorious Prince,’ the worshipper of my 
Gea, justice for the land for witness, 
plaintiff and defendant; to destroy tho 
tyrant, and not to oppress the weak like 
unto the Sun god, I promulgated.” With 
these astonishing words opens one of the 
most remarkable historical monuments 
that has ever been recovered from tho 
buried cities of the anciont world. As we 
read this record of a King who must live 
for all time as the Father of Laws, it 
seems impossible to believe that wo have 
in this carefully drawn series of laws a 
code a thousand years older than the 
Mosaic age, older than the laws of Manu 
or Minos, or any system of ancient 
legislation. Not only is this the fact, but 
fhero are ample indications that the laws 
hich this great Oriental ruler so care- 
fully codified are many of them of far 
greater antiquity than his reign, some- 
where about B.c. 2,200. 

The monument and the circumstances 
of its discovery are alike remarkable. Tho 
monument itself is a pillar of black 
diorite, 8ft. high, was found by, M. do 
Morgan at Susa, in the Acropolis mound, 
on December and January, 1901-2, and 
the whole has been carefully photographed 
and published, with a translation by 
Father V. Schiel, 0.P., the Assyriologist 
of the expedition, by order of the French 
minister of public instruction, by Messrs. 
E. Leroux and ‘The obverse of tho 
column is surmounted by a plaque in bas- 
relief which represents the King standing 
before the throne of a seated divinity, 
from whose shoulders flames of fire pray 
ceed to form wings, who is dictating to 
the King the laws. Dr. Schiel would 
identify this figure with the Sun god ; but 
it is more probably the old Bel or Ell 
the god Sadu-rabru of the “great Mou 
tain” or El Shaddai, who figures pro- 
minently in the text as the god who 
inspired the King. In the opening of the 
inscription he is called “the Supreme 
God, the King of the Spirits of Earth, 
the lord of Heaven and Earth who fore- 
tells the destiny of all.” And the great 
prominence ‘given to Nippur, the holy 
city of Bel, and his temple, “the Moun- 
tain House,” would confirm this conjec- 
ture. The old Bel was the god who dwelt 
on the mountain ofthe world and gave 
laws to men and wore on his breast the 
tablets of destiny. So here we have a 
curious proof of the existence of the 
tradition of the mountain-given law long, 
before the Mosaio reception on Sinai. 

The inscription which covers this 
stately, monolith is the longest Babylonian 
































record’ ever discovered. It contained 
originally about three thousand lines of 
writing, divided into 49 columns; but 
five columns on the front have been 
erased by some Elamite King, probably 
Sutruk Nakhunti, who served the stele of 
Naram-Sin in a similar manner. Tho 


writing is a very beautiful. type of tho 
best archaic script, a kind of black-letter 
cuneiform, long used by Kings for Royal 
inscriptions, after the cursive writing Was 
invented—as, for example, the Cyprus 
monolith of Sargon IT n.c. 721 in the 
museuin at Berlin. ‘Tho inscription opens 
with a long enumeration of the King's 
titles, of his installation as King by the 
gods and of the elevation of Babylon to 
the position of capital. This portion of 
the inscription, if not eclipsed by the 
code, which follows it, would be regarded 
as one of the most important historical 
records ever discovered, for it abounds 
in references to public works and hi 

torical events of the period. We must, 
however, notice one most important 
passage ‘which throws great light upon 
the history of Assyria at a much earlier 
period than hitherto known. In one of 
the letters of this King recently published 
there is the reference to moving troops 
from Assyria, but the new find is moro 
explicit. We read—tho King is speaking 
of himself—“(I am) the settler of the 
tribes, the director of the people, who 
restored its propitious genie [winged bull] 
to the city of Assur, who caused it to 
shine with splendour; the Kin i 

the city of Ninevel, in the templo 
Dubdub (2) has made brilliant the adorn- 
ments of the goddess Istar.” Hence not 
only Assur, bus Nineveh also was con: 
temporary with the time of Khammurabi. 
Is the passage in Gen. x., 11 based on this 
spread of Babylonian rul ‘4 

We now pass to the code, which 
occupied nineteen columns, and is divided 
into about 280 clauses,’ and which is 
introduced by the words “Law and justice 
I established in the land, I mado happy 
the human race in those days.” How 
little King Khammurabi thought of the 
truth of his words uttored some 4,000 
Years ago, for from this code came the 
basis of the Mosaic code, and by that tho 
races of mankind are largely ruled. One 
other important point remains to bo 
noticed. What was the reason of tho 
erection of this monolith and its inserip- 
tion? The King tells us: “Tho law of 
the land as to judgments, the decisions 
of the land as fo decisions, my precious 
decrees for the information of the 
oppressed upon this stone I wrote, and 
placed in the temple of Merodach in 
Babylon.” Were it not for the oridenco 
of the King’s letters in tho British 
Museum which show how he concerned 
himself with the humblest of his people, 
this would seem a vain boast. ‘The 
remarkably simple wording of the text, 
the purest language—freedom from 
ideograms—show how it was ovidently 
intended to be consulted by all who wero 
“poor and aflicted.” Surely such a 
monarch has a just title to use tho 
remarkable words:—"I was a master 
who was unto my people as the father who 
had begotten them.” 

‘The code is a remarkable document ; it 
shows a most careful and systematic 
order, beginning with witchcraft, which, 
perhaps, connects it with a religious codo ; 
it passes through all grades of social and 
domestio life, ending with a scale of 
official wages for all classes of workmen, 
oven the lowest in the scale. In this 
notice it is impossible to deal with more 
than a small portion of the work, sufficient 
to show the general principles on which it 
is based. As the laws of witchcraft aro 
rather outside of the general scope of the 
code, but preserve a most curious custom 
—namely, the “ordeal of water”—we 
may just notice them.

Here we have all the essential features 
of the modern ward in Chancery. The 
temple in Babylonia was the heart of the 
city. Tt was there in the Surinam or 
judgment-hall that cases were tried, the 
Court of the temple was the modern 
Chancery Court administering intestate 
or disputed estates. The treasury of the 
temple was hound to pay the ransom of 
a captive official. 


We now comé to the important question 
of the relation of this code to the Law 
of the Covenant aud the Deuteronomy 
Laws of the Hebrews. At once we find 
an astonishing agreement. Both are law. 
based on the jus talionis. The Hebrew is 
emphatic on this (Ex. 21, 23-24). So the 
Babylonian Code (Clauses 196-201). A 
furious parallel is afforded by one clause 
‘on unintentional assault. “If a man has 
struck another in a quarrel and caused 
him a wound, and that man shall swear 
‘T did not strike him knowingly,’ he shall 
answer for the doctor” (compare Exodus 
21, 19), where the assailant is “to pay for 
loss of time and cause him to be 
thoroughly healed.” The _ Hebrews 
punished an assault on the father by 
death, the Babylonians by loss of the 
hands. The most striking example, and 
an almost undoubted proof of connection, 
is found in the clauses relating to goring 
by an ox. “If a man has a savage ox in 
his charge and it has gored a man and 
caused him to die there is no claim.” So 
alo the Hebrew law (Ex. 21, 28. But if 
the ox has pushed a man, and by pushing 
him has made known his vice, and he has 
not blunted his horn, has not shut up his 
ox, and the ox has gored a free man and 
caused him to die he shall pay half a 
mana of silver (30 shekels). The Hebrew 
penalty was death, or a redemption at a 
fixed penalty, fixed by the Judge. It is 
curious to find doctors coming under a 
penalty of jus talionis—an unsuccessful 
operation was drastically punished by 
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cutting off the hands. We find also the 





barber surgeon practising chiefly for the 
branding of slaves. 

Many other close similarities between 
the Babylonian code and the Hebrew 
uight be traced, but sufficient have been 
noticed to show that the Law of the 
Covenant at least must have been in- 
fluenced by this code. It was during the 
time of the dynasty of Khammurabi and 
the subsequent. Kassite line—that is, for 
some seven centurics—that Babylonian 
influence was predominant in Palestine 
and Syria, and although the Rameside con- 
quests and the Israelite invasion obliteral 
ed much of it, snch a code would not die 
ont, and, indeed, much of it exists to this 
day in the lands Jaws of the Palestinian 
Follaheen. 

One last remark. This code shows tho 
wonderful organising faculty of these an- 
cient Arab rulers of Babslon, who laid 
the foundations on a basis ‘which en- 
dured, we might say, to all time—for 
their work is with us unto this day, and 
the words which occur in the opening 
column are, after all, no vain boast—* Of 
Babylon they proclaimed its noble name 

nd exalted it among the navions ; within 
it he established an everlasting dynasty, 
which like heaven and earth is its throne.” 
And no one did more to exalt the namo 
of Babylon than this mighty  King- 
lawgiver, the father of his people, who 
but a few years ago was unknown to us 
oven by name. 









































AMERICAN PUBLIC 
OPINION AND 
MANCHURTA.

New York, 8th May. 

Although it may be unsatisfactory read- 
ing to many Americans resident in’ China, 
yet the public and official opinion rogard- 
ing Manchuria as held in the United 
St the present time should be 
thoroughly understood. 

There is a very general belief that 
Russian control of Manchuria is not un- 
desirable from a commercial as well_as 
from a political standpoint. The “New 
York Tribune,” a Republican paper, closes 
its leading article on “ Russia's Denial 
Explained,” as follows :— : 

“Tt will be well if this latest incident 
shall serve to wipe the slate clean of all 
ulterior designs and suggestions, and 
leave on it nothing but the solemn pledge, 
made by Russia and all the great Powers, 
to open and keep open the doors of the 
sthole Chinese Empire to all the world 
on equal terms.” 

‘Tho “New York Herald” after assert- 
ing that “a large portion of the territory 
has already been completely evacnated ” 
(sic) goes on to say :— 

“The outery which seems to have swept 
Mr. Hay off his fect is not the first that 
has been excited during her (Russian) oc- 
cupation of Manchuria. Tn that region 
she has not only been protecting her own 
property, but doing the work of civili 
fion. The ravages of war have been re- 
paired, bandits have been driven ont, and 
The peasants now possess their property 
in peace and safety. 

‘In doing this work Russia has protected 
the commercial intérests of all the Powers. 
Far from desiring to close the door upon 
trade with the United States, she is 
especially desirous of encouraging this. 
Our special cable notes that only a few 
days ago at a Council in St. Petersburg 
the Minister of Finance made a special 
point of this, and hoped that American 
capital would be attracted to the region. 
‘Al the facts in the latest campaign of 
falsehood show that efforts are being made 


te escite American feeling against Russia,. 
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and we should be the last people in the 
world to permit ourselves to be huum- 
hugged or to go off at half-cock on 
fabricated reports.”

AMERICAN 
OPPORTUNITIES IN 
CHINA. 
Riscorentess 


Iv the table of contents of the 
American edition of “ The World’s 
Work” for May there appears the 
above title of an article by Be Fried- 
rich Hirth, formerly well-known in 
China as_a Commissioner in the Im- 
perial Maritime Customs service, 
and now Professor of Chinese in 
Columbia University, New York. 
The full title of the article is 
“American Opportunities in an In- 
timate Knowledge of China,” and its 
subject is the desirability of a know- 
ledge of the Chinese language and 
literature for all young men who are 
contemplating a career in this coun- 
try. It is, in fact, an urgent invita- 
tion to American young men to go to 
Columbia, or some other college with 
a Chinese chair, to study the language 
and literature of China. 

Dr. Hirth’s opening paragraph ‘is, 
perhaps not unnaturally, tinged with 
optimism. “China has declared her 
willingness,” he says, “following the 
example of Japan, to reform her 
government and to adopt the formerly 
abhorred civilisation of the West. 
‘The way in which progress in govern- 
ment and military and civil life in 
China has set in has no precedent in 
history.” We should be glad if we 
could feel that Dr. Hirth has not 
overstated the case in this sentence; 
but unfortunately the evidence of 
trustworthy foreigners and_ natives 
is at one in showing that the desire 
of the government for reform is very 
superficial, and the progress actually 





made most inconsiderable. Again 
Dr, Hirth says: “No observer who 
has closely watched events in the 
Far East since the return of the 
Court from Hsianfu will deny that 
the reform of public life has long 
ceased to be a mere phrase. China is 
determined to imitate the example of, 
her neighbour. Japan, within a few 
decades, by similar efforts, has, from 
what nged to be looked upon as a 
nonentity, grown into a Power to be 
reckoned with, a valuable ally of her 
friends, an opponent to be feared by 
her foes, and a serious rival to 
Europe and the United States in the 
field of commerce. Whether China 
will succeed in becoming the equal 
of her eastern rival remains to be 
seen.. What nobody can doubt is 
that she is making serious efforts to 
reach a position similar to that of 
Japan.” Dr. Hirth does not tell us 
whence he derived this information ; 
there are few students of the situation 
in China who would confirm Dr. 
Hirth’s conviction. 

Dr. Hirth goes on to rate very 
highly the position of Japan in 
China; it is one, he says, “ which it 
will be most difficult for other foreign 
nations to compete with.” 
he says, originally owes her c 
tion to China; while adopting western 
civilisation, Japan has not discarded 
Chinese education. ‘The consequence 
is that every educated Japanese 
understands the Chinese language, 
and “is regularly imbued with ideas 
derived from Chinese _ literature.” 
This gives him a much better stan- 
ding * in a than any other 
foreigner, as is shown’ by the fact 
that the Peking University is to have 
Japanese professors, and a Japanese 
professor has been appointed to draw 
up the new code of law for the 
Chinese empire. 
much stress on this evidence; the 
fact that Japanese do not demand 
such high salaries as other foreigners 
has more to do with the question. 
Dr. Hirth has been led away by his 
devotion to deduction. He feels 
that the events of the last few 
years must have shown China the

Dr, Hirth is 
on firmer ground’ when he says that 
“the general public begins to realise 
that a good knowledge of Chinese 
may be turned to excellent use in 
many ways in China.” He, of conrse, 
urges thit young men about to make 
a career in China should get a sound 
preliminary knowledge of the lan- 
guage and literature at home. “A 
student of Chinese,” he says, “may 
learn a great deal in China, and yet 
if he be left to himself, it will be 
very little when compared to the rate 
of his progress, that may be seenred 
by methodical preparation at home.

This 
year two more hongs have ‘commenced 
firing, and the output in consequenco is 
greater than in any previous year. The 
quality too is greatly improved, indeed 
some of the community assert that they 
havo never tasted better anywhere; this 
may indicate oither partiality, lack of 
experience, shortness of memory, or, 
what we believe it: to be—the truth. 
Certain it is that no preceding crop has 
been handled with such excellent results. 
Some years ago, soon after the first toa 
hongs ‘started, a resident sent home a 
sample toa leading member of an_im- 
portant tea company in England, and re- 
ceived the depressing reply that. @ similar 
quality could be bought in the London 
market at fourpence a pound! It had 
cost double that sum here. So materially, 
however, has the quality advanced that 
there is no fear of such a verdict to-day.

May 
the tea trade of Wenchow grow, and by 
finding employment for willing workmen 
relieve the poverty of this largo country.

Were the growth and consumption of 
opium to be suppressed, the poverty of 
the placo would become less pronounced. 
But how can a country thrive when its 
pulation comes year by year more and 
more under the enslavement of this 
pemicious drug? The rate of deterioration 
Js evidenced by the increasing number of 
opium dens.

Suffice it that 
tho mosquito has sot out his summer 
stock this year sooner ‘than usual and is 
driving a go-ahead business. To thoso 
whose, ankles are pestered by these 
savages, may we recommend the Chinese 
cotton stocking as a protector.

The. Preston Election. 


Preston has returned another Conserva- 
tive to Parliament in the place of Mr. 
Hanbury, Mr. Kerr having been returned 
by the substantial majority of 2,149. It is 
truc that this is little more than half the 
majority by which” Mr. Hanbury was 
returned in 1900, but in these days the 
Government have to be thankful for small 
mercies, and after the experiences of Wool- 
wich aid Rye, they were not absolutely 
without fear that Mr. Hodge, the Labour 
candidate at Preston, might turn a minority 
of 4,110 into a majority. But Preston, it 
has to be remembered, ix one of the great- 
est strongholds of Roman Catholicism in 
England, and the Education Act of last year,

The Corn Duty. 


Today Mr. Balfour receives a big de- 
putation on this subject, urging the Govern 
ment to abandon its intention to repeal the 
tax. Not only the thorough-going Protec- 
tionists, who, perhaps, aro still not very 
numerous, are furious with Mr. \itchie 
and with the Government generally over 
this matter, but all the agriculturists and 
many {who ‘esteem themselves good free- 
traders are strong in their disapproval. It 
is certainly difficult for sir. Balfour to 
defend the Government on the score, of 
consistency. It is all very well to eay that 
circumstances have been changed by the 
conclusion of the war; but whea Sir 
Michael.

last year he clearly intimated that it 
was not a war tax but was im- 
osed for the purpose of broadening the 
asis of taxation. The tax was first ad- 
vocated by so good a Free Trader and so 
distinguished an economist as Sir Robert 
Giffen. There is some controversy as to 
whether the tax has or has not increased 
the price of bread. Its advocates say it 
has not ; but if so it is difficult to see how 
the British farmer has been assisted by it, 
and_why he is so anxious that it should be 
retained. There is indeed plenty to he 
said for the repeal of the tax, which is 
certainly protective in principle; but 
there is little to be said from the point of 
view of the Government, for one is forced 
to the conclusion that they are repealing 
the tax only because they believe it lost 
them some by-elections. 














The Cavendish Case. 


‘Mr. Justice Byrne has taken amplo time 
to consider his judgment in the action 
brought by Mr. Cavendish against Major 
and Mrs. Strutt and Dr. Ranger, but ho 
is justified by the closely reasoned 
and carefully “worded judgment which 
he delivered on Wednesday. There 
was very little doubt from the first 
that the judgment would be in Mr. Caven- 
dish’s favour; but there was a great deal to 
be considered in regard to the degree of 
blame which was to be attributed to the 
defendants, and in regard to other matters, 
and Sir E. W. Byrne's judgment will 
considerably enhance his reputation. This, 
it will be remembered, is the famous 
“ Planchette” case, It was partly by 
means of the planchette and other devices 
of so-called spiritualism that Major and 
Mrs. Strutt obtained or strengthened their 
influence over Mr. Cavendish and induced 
him to mnke a deed of settlement of his 
property under which the Strutts aud 
their children greatly benefited. ‘There is 
this to be said for the Struts, that Mr. 
Cavendish hud been and was making ducks 
and drakes of his property, and if some 
such settlement hal not been made the 
remnants would almost certainly have been 
dissipated long before this. If the Strutts 
had been content with a reasonable recom- 
pense for their trouble in saving the 
lainti®? from his own extravagance and 








nancial incapacity no ono would 
have complained, and the case would 
never have been heard of but 


but they were not. Mr. Cavendish did a 
happy stroke of business for himself when 
he induced Miss Isnbel Jay, the actress, to 
marry him. He no doubt owes it mainly 
to her that .he has recovered the remnant 
of his property, and we may reasonably 
hope that she will be able to keep him

Mr. Ellis—Thero is no strict distinction 
between criminal and civil proceedines 
according to tho Chinese idea ?—No, 
there is not. 

But there is and can be a distinction 
made ?—How do you mean a distinction 
can be made? 

As to whother you are making an ap- 
plication with regard to cither a civil or 
a. criminal matter?—No, I would not say 
that. OF course there are some eases the 
nature of which compels you to ask for 
damages, and other cases where you ask 
for punishment, but the Chinese make no 
strict. distinction. 

Suppose you claim for money which the 

hinaman ‘owes you?—That would be 
known as a civil case, but I doubt whether 
the Chinese magistrate would understand 
the distinction. 

So far as you are concerned you would 
call it a civil ease?—Yes. 

In this particular etse dil_you treat it 
as purely a civil matter?—I treated it 
as what we call in the Mixed Court a civil 
ease, 

Do you recollect, Mr. Giles, Mr. Latter 
and Mr. White-Cooper calling on you and 
showing you replies to letters from Messrs. 
Cornahé and Co. showing their pesition 
in this matter?—I recollect such letters 
being shown to me. 

Do you recollect how Mr. White-Cooper 
explained that it was a case in which the 
plaintiff had not received the money, 
while Messrs. Cornabé and Co. said that

W. M. Hewlett, of tho British Consular 
service in China, testified on oath to the 
correctness of the Chinese translation of 
tho documents. 

Kwon Yong-son, tho plaintiff, said that 
he was the agent of Jardine, Matheson and 
Co. at Tehang. Ho was a Christian and 
his family had been Christian for three 
generations. Ho was born in Hongkong 
and studied in Hongkong School. On the 
20th March, 1901. he went to Chefoo and 
joined the firm of Fergusson and Co. as a 
compradore, serving in that eapacity from 
the Ist ‘pril to the 22nd August. He 
signed an agreement with the firm, which 
he identified in the document produced 
(Agreement read and handed in.) His 
duties were to elect money for the firm, 
and to buy and sell with the Chinese. -His 
account books were kept in Chinese and 
English, the English boots for the conveni- 
ence of his employers, which wero checked 
every few days. The agreement he had 
with the firm was cancelled by mutual 
agreement when Mr. Leake was appointed 
official receiver. That was on the 22nd 
August ; his pay ceased on that date. He 
entered up his account hooks and sent them 
to Mr. Wake and Mr. Leake. Mr. Wake and 
Mr. Leake went through all his accounts; 
they were quite in order. Then he resigned 
and asked for the return of his bond of 

He was informed that this bond 
e hands of Mr Tong Kid-son, and 
that Mr. Leake would write to him. and it 
would then he returned to witness.
